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TAIWAN THE PAWN 
IN FIFA POLITICS 


By PAUL MOON 


in Fiji, while the Kiwis enjoyed the considerable ‘advantage of 
staging both encounters before their own supporters. 

Beaten 3-0 by the Socceroos during the first game at Ba Sta- 
dium, Taiwan grabbed the lead half an hour into the return game 
three days later and for six minutes retained it. Only a second- 
half goal by Attila Abonyi robbed the Talwanese of a hard fought 


Taiwanese soccer is known as a pawn in 
international sports politics, rather than for 
any exploits on the field. The Taiwanese have 
proved mere fodder for Israel and New Zea- 
land so far, yet they have earned a dis- 
tinguished place in Asian football annuals. 


Taiwan plays Australia tonight (Wednesday) in Adelaide and in 
Sydney on Sunday. Both games. will be shown on SBS TV. 

The contrived and illegal banishment of Taiwan from the Asian 
Confederation in 1976 paved the way for the People’s Republic of 
China’s return to international soccer. Taiwan although retaining 
membership of FIFA, plays under the imposed title of China 
Taipei (as if there were a Dutch or Botswannan Taipei), rather 
than the preferred Republic of China. 

The Taiwanese federation’s claimed date of foundation, 1936, is 
somewhat misleading, as it relates to the autonomous soccer sec- 
tion of the old China National Amateur Athletics Federation at 
Nanking on the mainland. 

This was reconstituted as the China National Football Associ- 
ation in the early 1950s at Taipei. Prior to Chiang Kai Shek’s re- 
treat to Taiwan in 1949, the island was a dormant soccer backwa- 
ter. 

Taiwan's early ventures into the international arena proved ex- 
tremely successful. 

Somewhat provocatively, she fielded teams comprised mainly 
otters Kong-based professionals who had been born in mainland 
China. 

Although many of them had never previously set foot on Taiwa- 
nese soil, they wore ‘‘their’’ country’s colors with great dis- 
tinction. 

Not only was the Asian Games title gained in Manila in 1954, 
but it was retained at Tokyo four years later. It was little wonder 
then that Taiwan was installed as favorite to represent the Afro- 
Asian zone in the 1958 World Cup finals. 

Surprisingly, Indonesia eliminated Taiwan 5-4. The Indonesians 
however subsequently withdrew, rather than face Israel at the 
next stage of the qualifying rounds. 

Taiwan had high and seemingly legitimate hopes of being asked 
to stand in for its conqueror, but FIFA decreed to nominate 
Wales, runner up in a European qualifying section. The Welshmen 
duly disposed of Israel and went on to become quarter-finalists in 


Sweden. 

Qualification for the 1960 Olympic Games finals came as a 
slight consolation, but here results were disappointing — defeats 
being suffered at the hands of host Italy (1-4), Brazil (0-5) and 
Great Britain (2-3). 

In Asia, Taiwan remained a force until the middle of the dec- 
ade. Third in the 1960 Asian Cup, it won the Merdeka Tournament 
three years later and shared the 1965 event with South Korea. | 

From that point on though, Taiwan’s standing slipped, despite 
enjoying the services of a player who must be rated among the 
Orient’s all-time best, until the early 1970s. 

Cheung Che Doy, an exquisitely skilled centre forward, ex- 
perienced professional soccer in England (with Blac 1, then 
a First Division club) and North America (Vancouver oyals and 
Rudi Gutendorf’s St. Louis Stars). For many years, he was an 
automatic choice for Asian All-Star selections. 

The growing popularity of baseball, table tennis and basketball, 
plus the shortage of adequate playing pitches on the overcrowded 
island have conspired to stunt soccer's development. No longer 
able to call upon professionals born in the People’s Republic, the 
national side fares poorly on the few occasions it appears. 

After missing the four previous competitions, Taiwan entered 
the 1978 World Cup, probably as a response to the People’s Repub- 
lic’s elevated profile, and was drawn with Australia and New Zea- 
land in the qualifying rounds. 

Due to political and financial considerations, Taiwan's four 
games were played away from home — Australia being met twice

Israeli soccer players 
are the displaced persons 
of world sport, says Joe 
Mirmovitch, coach of the 
Israeli national team. 

Their aim is to be accepted 
as a member of the European 
Football Union (UEFA), Mir- 
movitch said, 

Israel is playing in the 
Oceania qualifying group only 
because it is shunned by the 
other Confederations that 
made up FIFA. 

“We were members of the 
Asian Confederation until the 
Arab countries got the 
numbers to force us out,” Mir- 
movitch said. 

“And so far, UEFA has re- 
jected us, arguing that we are 
not part of Europe. 

“But if we qualify for the 
World Cup finals, it will great- 
%, strengthen our case. The 

uropeans will see that we are 
very competitive and that 
there would be value in having 
us as members. 

“Financially, membership 
of UEFA would be terrific for 
our clubs, because they then 
would compete in the big Eu- 
ropean club competitions — 
the European Cup, Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup and UEFA Cup. 
Also, Israel would play in the 
European nations 
championship, and so we 
would get regular matches 
rather than having to wait for 
the World Cup every four 
years.” 


Mirmovitch also predicted 
that crowds at club matches in 
Israel would increase if the 
national team reaches the 
World Cup finals. At the mo- 
ment, he said, leading clubs 
draw up to 20,000 fans, and the 
lower ones average between 
3000 and 4000. 

Mirmovitch represented 
Israel as a centre forward and 
outside left and played for one 
of the country’s top clubs, 
Maccabi Tel Aviv. As national 
coach he won the Asian 
Championship with Israel in 
1964, He resumed as national 
coach three years ago.

I was strategically positioned in the outer, half way up the ter- 
races and right on the centre line. A makeshift Socceroo cheer 

uad had assembled just to my right, and the flags and chanting 

the trick. The outer was soon booing and cheering in great 
unison. Fortunately, not all the cheer squad’s activities caught on

This indiscretion was quickly forgotten as the battle com- 
menced. This was it, the World Cup. The atmosphere was so in-

There was noise and tremendous action, and finally a goal. [t was 
the signal for widespread jubilation and, for the first time, the 
chant ‘‘Australia, Australia.’’ The emotion of it all must have en- 
tered most hearts in the outer.

Who said the 
game here is sick? The National League might be a mess.and the 
clubs might be broke, but who can argue with an army of deligh- 
ted soccer fans? This is the real thing.

The second half was chaos. The Socceroos’ plans seemed to 
crumble and the spectre of defeat came into view.

Crino could have given us vic- 
tery, but by then the storm had almost passed. The Israelis grew 
tired; so did the throats in the outer.

SIR — The statement by Craig MacKenzie, in his story on 
the Bill Fleming Medal two weeks ago. that there will be 
no presentation dinner this year because the Victorian 
branch of the Australian Soccer Press Association (AS- 
PA), has collapsed, is quite correct, but I think it needs a 
little amplification. 

The branch hadn’t so much collapsed, it had died of apathy. The 
writing was on the wall when only 11 members, well short of a 
quorum, turned up for the AGM at the end of last year. 

We decided then that as we would be out of order to appoint 
officials for 1985, we would postpone the AGM until a date in Feb- 
ruary, after the Buffalo Gold Cup was finished, to give members 
time to attend. The meeting was duly held at this time and only 
FIVE people bothered to attend, with the secretary among the 
missing. Since it was Victoria's turn to host the NSL press awards 
and to collect the votes, the five of us decided to form a steering 
committee to see out the season. 

The secretary never contacted me for the rest of the year. He 
took leave of absence from his job, I understand, and as far as I'm 
concerned he could have gone to the moon, because I couldn't 
reach him. And he had the records and the membership list, so in 
desperation I advertised in this paper for members to contact me 
in order to draw up a new membership register. The response 
absolutely was underwhelming — two people contacted me, one a 
new member. He paid his subs too, which meant that we then had 
four paid-up members for the year! 

As a result, all the work of the branch this year was carried out 
by two people, treasurer Jimmy Bakatsoulas and me, and since 
the cost of mounting the presentation dinner was going to be 
around $4000, and we had only about $50 in the kitty, I didn’t feel 
like shouldering the responsibility for the cost. 

Then there was the matter of the voting for the NSL press 
awards. 

Someone in the press box at every match of every one of the 22 
rounds was responsible for sending to me, on the forms we pro- 
vided, the consensus vote for the best player, on a 3-2-1 basis, plus 
a score out of 10 for the referee. Those voting forms went into an 
envelope for each round, and when all 12 games of each round 
were accounted for, that envelope was sealed and handed to VSF 
executive director George Wallace, who locked them away in the 
safe until the last round, when he helped to count and verify the 
voting. 

Similarly, after the league season ended, we sent out voting 
forms to the other states for a vote on coaches, again on a 3-2-1 
basis. I personally took the coaches voting forms to the Press box 
at Olympic Park before the Southern Division preliminary final 
and said I would pick up the completed forms the following Sun- 
day, Southern Division Grand Final day. But when I went back 
the next week, no forms were forthcoming, except one from a 
wag who voted for the Pope. Consequently, only seven people in 
Victoria voted in the coaches poll. But the very same people who 
boycotted the vote were the ones who agitated at the presentation 
night, insinuating that the coaches’ voting had been rigged to pre- 
vent John Margaritis from winning, they having decided in their 
own minds that he arid not Eddie Thomson, was the rightful win- 
ner. It goes without saying that they also were the same people 
who displayed their indifference towards ASPA all year and only 
began to pop out of the woodwork when they realised that there 
was going to be a free feed at the Southern Cross, paid for by the 
NSL 

They also had the gall to accuse me of somehow manoeuvring 
the voting to exclude them.

Portugal scored a shock 1-0 win over West Germany last 
in Stuttgart to qualify for next year’s World Cup Finals in 


Mexico. 


Midfielder Carios Manuel 
struck a brilliant goal in the 
54th minute, sending the 
Germans to their first ever 
defeat in a World cup quali- 
fier 

At the start of the day even 
the Portuguese thought their 
chances of reaching Mexico 
were slim. 

But Sweden's 2-1 defeat in 
Czechoslovakia gave them the 
chance of pulling off a major 
surprise and they took it in 
style. 

Portugal, which saw its 
hopes almost disappear when 
it struggled to a 3-2 win over 
Malta four days erlier, joins 
West Germany as the second 
qualifier from European 
Group Two. 

Trainer Jose Torres asked 
before the game to be allowed 
to dream of qualifying but he 
could scarcely have dreamed 
up a goal as spectacular as the 
one by Manuel.

SO WHAT DOES 


IT MEAN TO 


BE A COACH? | 


By MIKE LYNN, 
Sunbury Utd coach 









Over the past year or so, a lot has. 
been said and written about coaching 
and coaches. Whenever I get involved 
with this subject the very first ques- 
tion I ask is: ‘‘What do you consider to 
be the correct definition of coach- 


ing?”’ 

Invariably, each person 
quizzed has a different theory 
— the usual retorts are cate- 

orised, into specific cliches, 
or example: “‘British type 
coaching, Continental style, 
South American ball players.” 
But never have I received an 
answer to my question. 

The dictionary States that a 
coach is ‘a private tutor, in- 
structor of athletic team (etc), 
give hints to, prime with 
facts.” 

It does not state that coach- 
ing gives a certain style to or 
removes a certain style or 
specifies how coaching should 
be done. 

In my opinion, coaching is 
the giving of information 
(prime with facts) to individ- 
uals and to teams. The end 
result then, depends on the 
ability of the individual and 
the team and the coach. 

What does ‘the giving of in- 
formation’’, mean? Does a 
South American ‘‘ball player’ 
kick or pass the ball differ- 
ently to an Anglo-Saxon? 

Perhaps it may look differ- 
ent. I'd rather watch Oscar 
Crino delicately chip a ball 
over an advancing opposing 
defence than see Alan Kerr 
(my apology) attempt a 
crossfield kick by using his 
toe. 

But the coaching require- 
ments for teaching a player to 
chip the ball wouild be the 
Same on a South American 
banana plantation as in an 
English cobbied street. Coach- 
ing is about teaching technique 
— passing, dribbling, shooting, 
tackling etc. Hach technique is 
the same no matter where the 
game is played. 

At senior level the coach 
must GO other jobs apart from 
teaching technique, such as 1n- 
Cludimg tactical information, 
psychological and motivating 
factors asd physical fitness 
Standards. [It is m these areas 
that observers become. con- 
fused 


Viewers see South Ameri- 
cam soccer on television and 
wender at the marvelfous 
skills. They fail to see the 
acres of space given to enable 
these skills to be displayed. 
Vasco Da Gama had heaps of 
sKili but was outplayed by 
Australia and South Melbourne 
Hellas, simply because both 
these teams were prepared to 
deny Vasco space and thus 
deny skill time. Are Frank 
Arok and Len McKendry 
poor coaches because they 
used their resources so well? 


Coaching is the same all 
over the world but in some 
countries preparation is better 
than in others. In West 
Germany for example, a coach 
must attend a six month full- 
time coaching course before 
he is able to accept a full-time 
coaching position. In Austra- 
lia, a similar yet less in- 
tensified coaching course is 
available and, since 1976, when 
the course was first in- 
troduced, more and more 
players and coaches have been 
able to comprehend the basic 
techniques that apply to soccer 
wherever the game Is played. 

For example, the technique 
of closing down an opponent is 
the same in England as it is in 
South America. When and 
where to close down is a tacti- 
cal decision. Players at all 
levels now are getting to 
understand basic techniques 
and if a coach does not he will 
have difficully gaining credi- 
bility. If a South American 
coach does not know what 
closing down means, he is a 
bad coach. Likewise, “1f an 
English coach does not know 
then he too is a bad coach Any 
coach that completes the 
senior- coaching course, and 
then coaches as expressed 
during the course, will im- 
prove the technique ability of 
his players Coaches that do 
not complete the course (or 
ignore it) will more than likely 
fail to comprehend that it 1s 
‘to prime with facts. ~ 

The danger with coaching 
courses is that individuals can 
and do act like sheep. An aspi- 
ring coach, having success- 
fully passed the coaching 
course, is highly likely to care- 
fully observe the teams coach- 
ed by successful graduates of 
the course. By doing this, tac- 
tical and preparatory aspects 
of those teams also are copied. 
This could be seen as showing 
a lack of imagination but is, 
after all, a sensible approach. 

The most successful coach 
in Victoria over the past five 
years has been Len Mckendry, 
un excellent technique coach 
who was definite and specific 
ideas on how a team should 
play. The most successful 


NSW coach is Eddie Thomson. 
He too has certain beliefs that 
he vigorously pursues Both 
are British. Both are copied. 
Why? Because they are suc- 
cessful. 

To be a successful coach at 
senior level requires an under- 
standing of all basic tech- 
niques. The coach must also 
possess a demonstrative per- 
sonality so that his players will 
be convinced to. do what he 
wants, Some coaches and 
players become rigid in idea 
and this can have a negative 
effect. Two examples that 
come to mind involve players 
that played in that marvellous 
McKendry-led Heiderlberg 
team — Gary Cole and Jamie 
Paton. both prolific scorers 
pre- McKendry prolific scorers 
with McKendry, (and better 
players), both struggled ta 
find form or consistency post- 
McKendry. Why? 

In my opinion, the organisa- 
tional awareness of McKendry 
is almost perfect — his players 
do precisely what he expects. 
The service given to Cole and 
Paton was superb and as a 
result Cole changed his style of 
play from being a robust, pow- 
erful runner to a more refined 
touch, target player. Cole con- 
tinued to score goals (probably 
increasing his quota) because 
the system and the service 
were excellent: Paton became 
deadlier (the best finisher I’ve 
seen in Australian soccer be- 
cause of the service. 

Without McKendry’s style, 
Cole became a ship out of 
water, lost in his new, refined 
touch play because such a 
game is not natural for him 
and he lost his robust, pow- 
érful running game because 
that had been taken out of him 

Paton, without McKendry, 
lost his discipline, a tragedy in 
my opinion 

Céle now 1s in the process of 
rebuilding his game to his pre- 
vious high standards, [hope he 
can Many years ago, when he 
was a teenager, I played along- 
side him. He had no refine- 
ment, just incredible power. 
During’ training sessions we 
would have a good laugh each 
time one of his cannonballs 
Soared over the high trees and 
into the adjacent pool. The 
next minute’ we would stand 
and applaud as the big man 
surged past three or four 
players to smash the ball into 
the roof of the net. 1 would 
really enjoy seeing him do that 
regularly next year. 

As for Paton, I watched him 
play recently for J.US.T- 
against Green Gully, then a 
vital match for both teams. 
Paton was substituted. No 
anger was shown, only a dis- 
dainfu) shrug of the shoulders. 
Did he care? 

The argument over which 
country provides the best type 
of coaching is a stupid one. 


Throughout this article I've 
quoted Briths and South Amer- 
ican éxamples only because 
they have been identified as 
absolute opposites. In essence. 
it is silly to compare. This 
country has a majority of Brit- 
ish coaches because it is basi- 
cally an English-speaking 
country. That does not mean 
that a South American coach 
could not successfully coach, 
for example, Sydney City 
Such a coach could not possi- 
bly make Sydney City play 
South American football (he 
would need infinitely more 
skilful players than are avail- 
able) He could, however, con- 
tinue to keep Sydney City suc- 
cessful if he was capable of 
fully utilising the available 
reources 

1 hope that derogatory com- 
ments about Coaching courses 
and, in particular, the slam- 
ming of British coaches, will 
stop. It probably will not, but] 
certainly believe the coaching 
courses serve a marvellous 
purpose

Ringwood United 
Serbia Star, former 
Australian and Vic- 
torian Goalkeeper, 
Jimmy Milisavljevic, 
better known as 
Jimmy Mills, an- 
nounced his retire- 
ment at the Club’s 
presentation night. 


Jim missed nine games this 
year due {0 a knee operation 
and this, coupled with business 
commitments, prompted him 
to hang up his boots. Certainly, 
when available, he is stillk an 
outstanding goalkeeper, and 
on ability, his retirement is 
premature, according to Ring- 
wood’s coach, Ken Kontra 

Mills has played for two 
clubs only — J.U.S.T. for 15 
years starting in the U-l1 
le;am — and 10 years with 
Ringwood and its forerunner, 
Carlton United. With Carlton, 
he also had a successful stint 
as coach. : 

he left J.US.T. due to a 
hand injury. which prevented 
him from continuing his bril- 
liant career in goal Before 
moving to. Carlton, Jim 
showed his versatility, playing 
as a striker and scoring the 
winning goal: against Hellas in 
the 1975 Ampol Cup Final. 


Jim started his representa- 
tive cureer in the Victorian 
underr 21 team, which he 
captained under State coach 
Ken Kontra in 1971. 
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nally, but not necessarily if you’re a football 


romantic. 


Indeed, while you stand 
gazing at the Colosseum or 
sit sipping beer on the 
Piazza Venezia you rather 
wish you were in Turin or 
Milan instead, for that’s 
where the Italian football 
action is. 

But I wouldn’t tell the 
Romans that For them, to hell 
with Turin or Milan and indeed 
with the Colosseum or the 
Piazza Venezia. All roads lead 
to the Stadio Olympico and 
“Forza Roma!”’ is the centre 
of all necessary conversation. 

Yet AS Roma, the focus of 
affection, is remarkably un- 
successful and has no gilt- 
edged place in the record 
books. 

The club that represents the 
capital of Italy, and for many 
centuries the world, has won 
the Italian title just twice. 
Clubs like Genoa, Bologna and 
the scarcely heard of Pro Ver- 
celli have won more. 


And even though all roads 
lead to them according to the 
Romans, they’re not that easy 
to seek out when in Rome. 

Measured against its follow- 
ing and high-profile opulence, 
AS Roma's. administrative 
quarters remarkably are hum- 
ble. 

The address is not bad. It is 
on the Via del Circo Massimo, 
right opposite the awesome 
rubble that was once the 
Roman Empire's Cifcus Max- 
imus 

But that is a diversion. The 
offices huddle inside a block of 
flats, up on the first floor, en- 
tered via the ticket office 
where clusters of young tifosi 
gather, waiting to see if any 
tickets are Jeft for the suppor- 
ters’ bus taking fans to the 
coming away game against 
Avellino. 


The security, though, is 


more fitting of what you 
expect from a glamour Eu- 
ropean club, Not just anybody 
can be told just where and 
when the team is training 
much less be allowed to see 
them. 

But after some persuasion, 
information and permission is 
given. The team trains at Tri- 
gore which to the taxi driver is 
a total mystery. Until you 
mention that you are going to 
see a Roma training session. 
Ah, that’s different. 

Trigore, of course. It’s way 
out in the sticks Somewhere 
you could call the equivalent of 
the Emu Plains of the Eternal 
City. 

Herds of sheep crossing the 
road have to be negotiated 
before you get there. 

But having a football fan for 
a passenger makes it a pleas- 
ant journey. 

“Mi piace l’Australia. Sono 
tifo di Australia,’’ says the 
driver after I tell him I had 
just come from Tel Aviv 
where the Aussies had won 
their World Cup match. 

He likes Australia and he’s a 
fan. Which is fine until, dish- 
earteningly, you find out he 
hardly knows where Australia 
is and his source of affection is 
purely that he dislikes Israel. 

At Trigore the opulence of 
AS Roma finally unfolds to be 
closer to what you would ex- 


t. 

Four full-sized fields, one 
with a stand that would qualify 
it as an NSL home ground, 
swimming. pool, tennis courts, 
etcetera, etcetera. 

And it’s unfinished 

The Roma squad, 18 in all, is 
half-way through the session. 
The players are having an 
eight-a-side game, yelling, 
shouting, laughing like players 
do anywhere 

Ciccio Graziani, once a king 
of scorers but lately less than

Mills represented Victoria 
on several occasions, and

ignition. 

Roma under Eriksson has 
undergone, or is undergoing, a 
transformation difficult and 
unlikely in Italian football. 

The Swede is ateam man, a 
prophet of the star-less, collec- 
tive game im a country which 
historically reveres individ- 
uality. 

Earlier this year that prince 
of football individualism and 
hero of the Romans, Paolo 
Roberto Faleao, was got rid of 
by circumstance (he refused 
to be éxamined by a club doc- 
tor) and the plan could be put 
in place. * 


Roma had a dreadful 1984-85 
season, not being able to score 
a European place. But Falcao 
gone and replaced by the bril- 
liant but much more machine- 
like Boniek, Eriksson is happy 
with the current way of things. 


He is confident he can im- 
plement the revolution despite 
Italy’s penchant for flair and 
star worship 

*‘You know what football is 
jike,”’ he said. *‘With the right 
results anything is forgivable 
anywhere." 

Roma is revolutionary in an- 
other sense, too Its president

Croatia has wion-the Cup five 
times — in 1968, 1969, 1979, 1980 
and 1983, Makedonia is yet to win 
the Dockerty Cup and is playing 
in its first Dockerty Cup final. 


The Dockerty Cup dates back 
to 1909. Carlton United won the 
first two Cup finals. The now de- 
funct Hakoah won seven Dock- 
erty Cups, a record that still 
Stands 


Unfortunately, records of the 


almost non-existent. ali that we 
can do is imagine what led to the 
abandonment of the 1920 final 
between Albert Park and North- 
umberland and Durham. Who 
knows. the seeds of crowd dis- 
turbances could have been sown 
back then. Northumberland and 
Durham had the last laugh 
though for it won the Cup the fol- 
lowing year. 


Wonthaggi Magpies won the 
193I Dockerty Cup but were they 
the only country team to savor 


- victory in the prestigious com- 


petition? Maybe not. An old pal 
of mine, Bobby Phillips, tells me 
that he played with the Navy in 
the 1940s and assures me that the 
team was based at Flinders 
Naval Depot. Maybe the Navy 
team which won the 1924, 1926 
and 1928 Dockerty Cups also was 
from Flinders. 


In recent times, who can 
forget that 1980 final between 


won 7-0. After the match a 
couple of old timers told me that 
that result wasn't a Cup final 
record for ‘‘in the 40s-sometime, 
someone won the Cup 8-0.” 

We'll never know, but how ironic 
if they are right, for in the 1980 
final Croatia goalie Peter Blasby 
took a penalty which was saved 
by Juventus goalie Jack Reilly. 
The sight of Blasby straining to 
get back into his goal as Ju- 
ventus quickly went forward 
dtew roars of laughter from 
Croatia fans in a euphoric mood 
over their team’s commanding 
display.

Meko Holdings, the oldest First 
Division member of the Industri- 
al and Amateur League of Victor- 
ia, capped a great season by win- 
ning the Black Douglas Cup final 
recently. 


Meko defeated Keilor Old Boys $1 in a fiery 
final to win its first ever Industrial League honor. 


The two men behind Meko’s success are player- 
coach Vlado Dolevski and stopper Jim Trachevski, 
whose company sponsors the team. 


Trachevski came to Australia in 1966 and played 
with Forrest United in Queensland. He moved to 
Victoria in the Jate 1960s and when Meko Holdings 
wok over Repco Richmond, which has been in the 
Industrial League for five years, Trachevski set 
about making his club one of the strongest in the 
competition. It was in 1975 that the club became 
known as Meko Holdings.
